Our guy’s a Looper and one 
day he goes to work and his future self 
shows up in front of him.

Joe’s performance sells the whole 
thing. We had an amazing make-up 
designer but we had to be very subtle 
because they were too far apart.

It keeps you in check with 
what's realistic. 

YOU’VE SKATED ALONGSIDE AND 
AGAINST SOME OE THE BIGGEST 
NAMES IN THE SKATE WORLD. 
WHO IN PARTICULAR ARE YOU 
STOKED TO HAVE MET? 

When I was a kid 1 was always 
star stuck by Christian Hosoi. 1 
would see him and be a bit “Holy 
shit, he’s a superhero" about the 
whole thing. He wasn't even real, 
you know? The first time I met him 
I was so starstruck, and I remember 
him telling me that I was killing it. 

I was skating a launch ramp demo 
down at Mission Beach, San Diego. 

I just happened to be skating the 
week that Hosoi rolled down to the 
ramp. I had a big bag of launch ramp 
tricks back then, and a Ho Ho Plant 
where 1 could walk around on my 
hands for days. Anyway, they were 
like "Whoa, look at this little kid". 
Shortly after I went on a trip with 
them to Arizona for a street contest 
and ramp demo. The ramp was 
small, but that was the first t ime I 


got to skate a ramp in front of him. 

I remember popping a Gay Twist 
out of it pretty high, and he was 
like "Holy shit" because he couldn't 
do that. That day was probably one 
of my most memorable skate days 
ever, to have Hosoi hyped on me and 
telling me 1 was ripping. So yeah, a 
big moment,

Yeah, there are tonnes of them,

If you're off the 
streets for a year or two you’ll get left 
behind the pack pretty quick.
